On January 1, 1921, the R-34, whic 
flew from England to Long Island 
and back in the summer of 1919, the 
first’ airship to cross the Atlantic, 
was wrecked in a gale, while tethered 
outside. her. airdome.. in..

Greatest Disaster. 

Such is the story of the greatest 
disaster in tle history of the Ameri- 
can army air service. 

As in the case of the fatal ex- 
rlosion of the ZR-2 over Hull, Eng- 
land, last’ August, the airship was 
one purchased from a foreign govern- 
ment by the United States. The 
ZR-2 was purchased’ by the navy 
fiom Great Britain. The Roma was 
sold to the army by Italy. 

Of the crew, said to have numbered 
45 men when the great craft rose from 
Langley field air station for 
one of her trial trips Tuesday, only 
eleven were lisced. as survivors after. 
four hours of work among the ruins, 
Fifteen bodies had been taken frem 
the debris by nightfall—some of them 
burned beyond recognition. Noth- 
ing was left of the craft itself but the 
gaunt framework. 

Tales of Eyewitnesses.

Sensational Escape. 

Lieutenant Burt, at first believed 
dead, later turned up uninjured, hav- 
ing made a sensational escape from 
beneath the burning envelope by 
crawling through a rut in the ground. 

The body of Lieutenant William E. 
Riley was one of the few of the thir- 
ty-four victims which was recog- 
nizable. Most were charred beyond 
recognition. 

How the end came was graphically 
described by one of the survivors, an 
army captain, himself half blinded by 
the fierce flames and unable to real- 
ize how he himself escaped destruc- 
tion with his companions. This is 
his story related Tuesday night: 

“We were over the army base and 
a little more than 200 feet in the 
air when the trouble started. I 
know how high we were because I 
noticed we just cleared the 200-foot 
smokestack there at the base and off 
to one side. ‘The first hint of trou- 
ble was when the Roma began to Set- 
tle forward with her nose dropping 
down. I believe‘the elevating planes, 
the vertical control, were carried away 
for she did not respond to the controls 
and kept on. settling. 

Crashed Into Wire, 

“Then we began heaving ballast 
overboard hoping to lighten her for- 
ward so she would get back oh an even 
keel. In spite of this she kept 
heading downward and crashed into 
a high voltage wire, which set her 
afire and evidently turned tte big ship 
almost over as she landed keel up, 
with the blazing gas bag underneath.” 

Maior John J. Thornell and Cap- 
tain Dale Mabry. both of whom per- 
ished, and Captain Walter J. Reed, 
who survived, were detailed by the 
army to go to Italy, study the ship 
and supervise her packing after the 
covernment decided to purchase the 
craft in 1920. When the ship reach- 
ed Langley field they surtrvised her 
erection .and took her on her first

23 Bodies Found. ~ 

| Late Tuesday night twenty-three 
bodies had been extricated from the 
wreckage. Acetylene torches, used to | 
cut away the aluminum girders and 
fabric, cast a weird glow over. the 
ghastly scene as the workers strug: | 
gied in the still hot tangle of twisted 
and torn metal. Firemen, meanwhile, 
‘poured streams on the glow%g mass 
to enable the rescuers to reach the 
4suangled and burned bodies. Twelve 
hours after the explosion some parts 
of the Roma were still blazing. 

Sergeant Virden Pealke, one of the 
few survivors, was another who con- 
firmed the report of. rudder trouble 
while the ship was in midair, 


“The Roma’s rudder jammed,” he 
said, “when we were 2,000. feet up. 
We plunged downward until wé struck 
high tension wires, where the nose of 
the ship was set on fire. Then we 
fell to the ground. Two men jumped, 
and that’s all I know about it.” 

What caused the rudder to jam is 
not yet definitely known. Observers 
at the army base saw the great ship 
lurch, thén right itself and point its 
nose to the ground as Pilot Walter 
J. Reed apparently sensed impending 
danger. 

Race With Death. 

Then began a spectacular race with 
death in which the foresight and 
bravery of the pilot were bested. 
Every piece of extra equipment ws 
hurled overboard in a desperate at- 
tempt to lighten ship. Seabags, per-, 
sonal belongings, and everything re- 
moval were thrown. out.. : 


-Finally, nearing the ground, Pilot 
Reed turned the nose sharply down- 
ward. But the high tension wires 
barred the way. It was impossible to 
avoid them, and the Roma steered 
straight for destruction. 

As the highly charged wires brushed 
the silken sides of the great ship, a 
ripple of flame crept along its body; 
a wisp -of smoke was discernible. 
Then she struck the ground. 

As the Roma’s nose buried itself 
in the soil, a deafening explosion took 
place and the gas bag was enveloped in

Destruction of the Roma came just 
as the govéernm.nt had completed 
plans for. her transcontinental flight 
to be made as soon as weather per- 
mitted..

who was burned to death in the Nor- 
folk disaster, was to have been second 
Jo command. 


.“On the trip west the Roma was to 
have followed the route established 
for airplanes—passing through Wheel- 
ing, W. Va., Columbus, Springfield, 
Ohio; Dayton, Indianapolis. St. Louis, 
Denver and Los Angeles. 


In connection with the flight, the 
army air service had planned to 
give the most extensive demonstra- 
tions of the effectiveness of the semi- 
rigid type of airship ever attempted 
in this country.

brought to this country last August 
when the disaster which overtook the 
ZR-2, plant dirigible purchased - by 
the United States from England, put 
a damper on a proposed trans-Atlantic 
flight for the Roma.

AIR DISASTER. 

Washington, February 21.—The 
fatal crash at Norfolk of the giant 
dirigible “Roma” has brought to the 
American army its greatest airship 
disaster. 


With a loss of life in the Norfolk 
tragedy estimated at least 34, and with 
serious injuries like? to increase .this 
total, .the disaster marks the third 
grim monument to army and navy air 
service experimental work that has 
been erected within the ast six 
months. | 

On August 25, last. the ZR-2, pur- 
chased by the American navy from 
Great Britain for approximately $2.- 
000,000, exploded and crashed to earth 
near Hull, England, with a loss of 62 
lives. That was the crowning air dis- 
aster of the navy. 

On May 29 an army airplane—a 
huge craft, constructed as a hospital 
carrier—crashed during a storm be- 


with a loss of seven lives. This trial] 
flizht marked the army’s heaviest loss 
up to that time. ; 

Probe Expected. 

The Roma crash surpasses anything 
of its kind in the history of army air 
service experiments. It undoubtedly 
will result in congress demanding a 
thorough investigation and _ report. 
with the admitted possibility of deny- 
ing further appropriations for ‘lighter: 
than-air craft. unlesg.ory, until there is 
sufficient. helium gas available to 
render them safe from explosion. 

In a report to the navy department 
from Captain L. H. R, Doyle, of Nor- 
folk, he declared that the heavy death 
toll was caused mainly by the men 
being unable to extricate themselves 
from the burning wreckage. Several 
bodies were found charred beyond rec- 
ognition. The dirigible. aceording to 
Doyle, was completely destroyed, only 
the framework remaining. . This, of 
course, would somewhat hamper a 
thorough probe of the disaster. 

Doyle, however, declared that, had 
the ship fallen without. exploding. the 
death toll probably. would have been 
small. According to survivors inter- 
viewed by Doyle, the snapping or 
jamming of an “elevator’—the me- 
chanism for raising and lowering the 
ship—started the Roma on her dive 
towards the earth. The explosion, he 
said, followed contact between the 
huge bag and a 23,000-volt electric 
Wire near the ground. 


Had Shown Ability. 


The Roma in December had demon- 
strated its ability to withstand the 
severest weather when she cruised to 
Washington from Langley field for rer 
christening here. With only three of 
her six engines developing maximum 
power, she successfully fought a for- 
ty-five-mile-an-hour head wind and 
with only two engines working on the 
return trip she successfully negotiated 
the 141-mile journey despite a strong 
cross wind. 

The engine trouble resulted in sub- 
stitution of Liberty motors for the six 
Italian Ansald engines. with which 
she was originally equipped. The An- 
salds, because of their unusually large 
cooling surface, were found unsuitable 
for winter climate and four of them 
froze during the christening trip from 
aueney field to Washington and re- 
urn.

I indorse Mr. Hollomon’s articles. 
He advises a reduction of acreage to 
five or six acres to the plow, fer- 
tilize liberally, plant early, catch 
the early weevils, pick up squares 
and use poison: 

If this advice is followed the 
south will produce seven to eight 


million bales per year, and this will 
be enough cotton for the next sev- 
eral years. With this size crop it 
will no doubt bring $100 per bale. 


The farmers can raise seven to 
éight million bales undef boll weevil 


conditions, with the extra expense 
of poison, cheaper than they raised 
fourteen or fifteen million bales be- 
fore the boll weevil arrived; there- 
fore we will receive more profit 
from a half.crop than we will for 
a full crop. 


Diversification of, cteps has been 
preached to the farmers of the south 


for fifty years, but no argument, 
however strong or convincing, could 
make them see the wisdom of such

to raise cotton almost exclusively. 

Has cotton production ever been 
profitable, except for a few years 
when it brought $150 to $200 per 
bale? To this question I answer 
emphatically, No! 

The farmers of the south have 
been raising cotton for the last 
fifty years to clothe the world, and 
haye received for this service bare- 2 


of life to -keep soul and body to-« 
gether. 

The south has been and is today 
the. poorest section of this the 
greatest country in. the world: all 
due to the fact that we have 
pended on one crop—cotton. 


The farmers of Georgia are now 
convinced that they have been pur- 


Suing the wrong course, and are 
ready to diversify their crops—are 
ready to raise corn, hay, peas, pea- 
nuts, potatoes, fruits and vegeta- 
bles; are ready to raise hogs, cattle 
and poultry, and if they receive 
the co-operation, encouragement 
and a little financiaLassistance from 
the business and banking interests 
of the state of Georgia they will, in 
a few years, be in a better financial] 
condition than ever before. 


My reason for making this ase 
sertion is this: A half crop of cot- 
ton will be worth more than a full 


crop, and that other crops than cot- 
ton will bring as much money as 
the cotton crop. Therefore, the 
farmers will have twice the money 
that they had under the old system.

HEALTH TALKS 


BY WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 
SELF IMPROVEMENT. 


Although it is no longer the fashion 
to call it such, everybody with any 


ambition in life endeavors to devote 
a reasonable amount of time each day 
to some kind of self improvement, 
That is the way to look upon exercise. 


The proper purgose of regular daily 


exercise or physical training is not 
to develop large muscles nor to ac- 
quire enormous muscular strength, but 
to improve health. 
don’t mean just freédom from serious 
disease. I mean euphoria, a normal 
metabolism, feeling bully, full of pep. 


A great many people have something {| 


like 70 per cent and fancy themselves 
well; they need some medicine to in- 


crease their health up to 85 or 90 per 
cent. Exereise is in many cases the 
right medicine. The great- drawback 
about exercise is that it doesn’t come 
in pill form; and a Jesser_ drawback 
about it is that it hasn’t been featured 
enough in current literature so most 
of us still negleet exercise. 

I say 70 per cent is about the aver- 
age standard of health possessed, but 
not exactly enjoyed, by persons who 
consider themselves well. From 70 on 
down to 50, 40 and 30 per cent health 
is the field of the semi-invalid who 
is still able to be up and about, though 
complaining. And from 30 down to 
zero is the field of the frankly ill. 
There are all grades of health impair- 
ment from the ideal 100 per cent class 
down to zero, at which point the 
solemn gentleman with the high hat 
assumes charge of the case. But most 
people do not realize or admit that 
they are ailing until their standard 
falls below 70 per cent. The popular 
conception of health is very liberal. 
From 90 per cent or better down to 
70 or less is the field of slight so- 
called “functional” ailments, such as 
brain fag, autointoxication, torpid 
liver, that tired feeling, lack of am- 
bition, constipation, poor circulation, 
restless sleep, slow digestion, and so 
on. 

These are the expressions of a slow 
metabolism, an inadequate combustion 
process in the body. A tonic is needed, 
but it can’t be taken from a bottle. 
More oxygen is required. but it can’t 
be absorbed from a tank. The only 
effective and satisfactory way to ab- 
sorb the needed amount of oxygen is 
by exercise every day. As much exer- 
cise every day in the year, rain or 
shine, snow or blow, as is represent- 
ed by two miles of oxygen on the hoof 
three times a day at a reasonably 
brisk pace. You can take more exer- 
cise in less time, but you can take no 
better exercise, for health’s sake at

The resolu- 
tion declares that “the necessity for 
reduction of the burden of taxation 
arising: out of the war forbids a cash 
bonus.” but places .the association on 
record, if adopted, as favoring liberal 
expenditures for relief of disabled vet- 
erans. 

The convention, which will continue 
through Thursday, was- formally open- 
ed this morning. In the principal ad- 
dress of the morning session, S. Stan- 
wood Menken, president of the Na- 
tional Security league, discussed the 
proposals for an international confer- 
ence looking to economic readjustment 
in Europe, maintaining that it is vital 
to America’s prosperity that Europe's 
purchasing power be restored.

er: 

Following, therefore, is a plain and - 
reliable abstract of the Ford proposal 
which consists of two parts, one fo 
lease the dams, and two to purchase 
the nitrate plants and accessories. 

Ford’s Proposals. 

Part 1—Offer to lease the dams; 
provisions of offer : . 

1. Ford agrees to pay $55,000 an- 
nually for the maintenance of dams, 
locks, etc., making a total payment 
ie 100 years of $5,500,000; 

2. He agrees to pay interest at 4 
pei cent on whatever the cost may 
for completing both dams. If this 
amounts to $42,000,000 (the estimate 
of Ford’s engineers), the total in 100 
years under Ford’s plan of payments, 
will amount to $161,040,000 ; 

3. He agrees to a plan of amortiza- 
tion sufficient to retire $49,000,000

Total payments to the government 
under Ford’s offer during 100-year 
lease period,’ $215,540,000. 

Amounts Expended. 

There has been expended to date

Cost of completing Dam No. 2 by a 
contract already offered, $23,000,000 ; 

Cost of building Dam No. 3 by con- 
tract already offered, $17,000,000; 

Total government investment in 
Muscle Shoals dams and hydro-electric

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STOCKS RESUME 
UPWARD COURSE 


New York, February 21.—On a 
turnover approximating one million 
shares and involving more than the us- 
ual number of standard issues, the 
stock market today resumed its up- 
ward course, many favorites rising to 
maximum quotations for a year or 
more. 

Unexpected ease of money rates and 
the further strength of international 
credits were factors in the advance as 
was also the more encouraging out- 
look in the basic industries, notably 
the steel and iron trade. ) 

Steels, equipments, motors, oils, 
rails of high and low degree, coppers, 
leathers, textiles, tobaccos and mail 
order shares figured prominently in 
the movement. United States Steel 
made a net gain of 3 1-4 points to 
94 7-8, its highest price since 1920. 

Other strong industrials embraced

Putting the boy down to 
unlock the door,’ he turned later to 
find that the frightened child -had 
In searching for the boy about 
the first floor, Monts was severely 
burned, and when found by Dan H. 
George, a next-door neighbor, he was 
in a critical condition. George carried 
Monts to his home, and then securing 
a ladder returned and placed it to a 
window on the second floor. 
Before it could be mounted the roof 
had toppled in, burning alive Mrs. 
Monts, Lamar Monts, 17; Clarence 
Monts, 13, and Eugene Dabois Monts, 
3. Their chagred bodies were found 
this morning but were burned beyond 
recognition. 

Lamar Monts,°who is an amateur 
wireless operator. gave a concert last 
night for C. J. Hill, a young friend.

He possesses that which will 
never die, the greatest jewels of hu- 
manity, friendship and service. That 
is the principle of Rotary.”

Criticises Detectives. 

Mr. Jordan criticised the detective 
department, charging that. it paid 
more attention to cases where there 
are rewards involved than it does to 
cases where human life and property 
of Atlanta citizens are concerned. 
“Why if you go to the defectives’ of- 
fice,’ said Mr. Jordan, “and report a 
burglary or robbery they will almost 
yawn in your face. They give most 
of their attention to cases where re- 
wards are offered and are not cdncern- 
ed with earning their salaries, Some 
of the detectives instead of making 
$1,400 or $1,500 a year make around 
$15,000 by collecting rewards and not 
paying enought attention to the citi- 
zens they are supposed to serve.” 

Dean : Thomas Johnston, of St: 
PhilKp’s cathedral, also a member of 
the Lions’ club, took issue with the 
statements made by Mr. Jordan and 
declared that the enaction of legisla- 
tion changing the penalty for robbery 
and burglary to death, would be going 
back to the dark ages and. would be 
a blot on civilization. 

“Suppose a man went in your 
home,” said Dean Johnston, “when he 
was: hungpy and stole food that he 
might not starve, would you want him 
put to death on the scaffold? There 
are other ways than by hanging men 
of deterring crime. Increase your po- 
lice force and when you put a man on 
the gang for ten years let him stay 
there and don’t pardon him after he 
has beén there a short while.” 


Talks of Other States. 


“IT do not see how anyone can have 
any sympathy for a man who holds an- 
other up at the point of gun when the 
robber has no sympathy for the law- 
abiding citizen he robs,” said Mr. 
Jordan after Dean Jolinston had com- 
pleted his speech: Mr. Jordan also dis- 
cussed the results that have been ob-
